ABOUT  THE  COMMISSION 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovern¬ 
mental  Cooperation  is  a  bipartisan  legislative 
commission  composed  of  27  legislative  and 
executive  members  and  a  professional  staff 
which  provides  intergovernmental  services  to 
members  of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly. 

MANDATE 

The  Illinois  General  Assembly  established 
the  Commission  in  1937  to: 

•  Represent  Illinois  as  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  State  Governments; 

•  Assist  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  other  state  officials  in  maintaining 
communication  with  federal  and  local 
officials; 

•  Promote  cooperation  between  the  state 
and  other  units  of  government  by  review 
of  the  adoption,  use,  and  operation  of 
compacts,  and  uniform  or  reciprocal  laws, 
rules,  and  regulations,  as  well  as  informal 
intergovernmental  agreements;  and 

•  Facilitate  the  interchange  of  information 
and  research. 

Legislation  passed  in  1969  and  1977  estab¬ 
lished  the  Commission  as  ‘‘ the  information 
center  for  the  General  Assembly  in  the  field 
of  federal-state  relations  and  as  a  State  Cen¬ 
tral  Information  Reception  Agency  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  information  from  federal 
agencies”  under  the  U.S.  Office  of  Manage¬ 
ment  and  Budget  Circular  A-98  and  the  U.S. 
Department  of  the  Treasury  Circular  TC-1082. 
In  this  capacity,  the  Commission: 


•  Compiles  and  maintains  current  informa¬ 
tion  on  available  and  pending  federal 
programs; 

•  Analyzes  the  relationship  of  federal  pro¬ 
grams  with  state  and  local  programs  and 
the  impact  of  the  federal  aid  on  Illinois; 

•  Reports  annually  and  makes  recommen¬ 
dations  on  the  adequacy  of  programs  fi¬ 
nanced  by  federal  aid;  and 

•  Gathers  information  on  federal  grant-in- 
aid  legislation  from  the  Illinois  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  and  State  of  Illinois  offices  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  Commission  also  is  required  to  cooper¬ 
ate  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in  ‘‘devel¬ 
oping  forms  and  identifying  number  systems 
for  the  documentation  of  applications,  awards, 
receipts,  and  expenditures  of  federal  funds  by 
State  agencies;”  and  receives  from  the  Bureau 
“copies  of  reports  of  applications  and  awards 
of  federal  funds  by  State  agencies,  and 
changes  in  such  awards  and  applications.” 
This  federal  aid  tracking  system  supplies 
monthly  information  on  federal  grant  appli¬ 
cations  and  awards  to  the  Governor  and  the 
General  Assembly. 

COMMISSION  SERVICES 

LIAISON 

The  Commission  and  its  staff  provide  as¬ 
sistance  to  any  member  of  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  or  through  him,  directly  to  local  govern¬ 
ment  officials,  on  any  problem  with  federal 
programs,  federal  grants-in-aid,  state  agencies, 
state  programs,  or  any  other  intergovern¬ 
mental  issues.  Commission  staff  maintain  con¬ 
tacts  with  state  agencies,  the  Governor's  Of¬ 
fice,  and  representatives  of  local  government, 


such  as  the  Municipal  League.  Through  its 
membership  in  the  Council  of  State  Govern¬ 
ments,  the  Commission  maintains  contact 
with  legislators  and  other  public  officials  in 
all  50  states. 

RESEARCH 

One  of  the  most  important  ongoing  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Commission  is  the  evaluation  of 
federal  programs  and  their  use  by  State  agen¬ 
cies.  Since  1973,  64  research  memoranda 
have  been  published  on  subjects  such  as 
Title  XX,  unemployment  compensation,  fed¬ 
eral  housing  programs,  and  CETA  legislation. 

The  Commission  staff  also  undertakes 
short-term  research  on  intergovernmental 
problems  at  the  request  of  any  legislator:  for 
example, ^analysis  of  federal  policy,  budget, 
law,  or  rules  and  regulations;  interstate  pro¬ 
grams;  state  aid  to  local  government;  state  and 
local  planning;  and  activities  in  other  states. 

Since  1975,  the  Commission  has  published 
Federal  Aid  to  Illinois  State  Agencies.  This  re¬ 
port  details  information  on  the  receipt  and 
expenditure  of  federal  funds  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  and  current  fiscal  years. 

INFORMATION 

The  Commission  maintains  a  library  of  in¬ 
formation  on  current  and  past  federal  legisla¬ 
tion;  rules,  regulations,  operations,  and  com¬ 
position  of  the  various  federal  agencies;  re¬ 
ports  by  Washington-based  public  interest  or¬ 
ganizations  covering  a  wide  variety  of  subjects; 
reports  by  congressional  committees;  confer¬ 
ence  reports;  and  lists  of  whom  to  contact  for 
information  in  Washington  and  in  federal  re¬ 
gional  offices.
